I agree here. I think the T-150 styling looks better with something 
like the Mosley CM-1, or the National NC-105 or NC-125. 


I think the R-100's styling is just a little bit on the strange side, 
kinda like that National receiver from the 1930s, the NC-100 

variant, with the strange deco paint job. I suppose the strangeness 
eventually becomes a collectible factor. 

I would have designed the R-100's box to look like a bigger version 
of the R-55. I would have deleted the vac tube rectifier in favor of 
a selenium. I would have tried to divide the top band, 12-20 MHz, 

in two, if i could do it without adding too much to the production 
cost. Maybe that wouldn't be possible. But with better styling 

AND a better dial action & system, the receiver would have been 

more clearly a winner.

Grant's work with the Hammarlund PRO-310 brought this story to mind. I have 
this on tape from Frank Lester W4AMJ who as W2AMJ worked for Hammarlund from 
1955 to 1970. I taped this in late May 1997 at his Florida home. 


"I hired in to Hammarlund in 1955. Once there I I found that they had no 
licensed amateurs in the engineering department. Inspecting the newest 
receiver (the PRO-310) and found a lot of defects. 

Our salesman Frank Sylvester was at henry Radio about to close an order for 
100 sets. I quickly told him to postpone. I walked the engineers through 
the problems and finally made the 310 operate at specs. Then I had a 
discussion with Lloyd Hammarlund about the expensive bandswitch 
mechanism...it cost hammarlund $85 and with all the parts included 
Hammarlund 

barely made money on each PRO-310. Lloyd put a stop to production after the 
currently tooled count of 300. He tried raising the retail price by $100 
from $495 to $595. The 310 still took a while to sell and nearly 60 of 
those went to a government buyer as a lab receiver." 


Frank challanged the engineers to get ham tickets and in two years all were 
licensed. Frank is the father of the famous 60Kcs IF's and associated 
circuitry that became the HC-10. This was incorporated in the HQ 170, HQ 
180, and to some degree in the HQ 145. Frank wanted to use 

crystal or mechanical filters for selectivity and mode selection but 
Hammarlund Management decided the cost was prohibitive. Frank was also the 
protector(and sometimes author) of the SP-600 notes and mods.

PS: I was going to write a book on Hammarlund and gathered a lot of notes 
and stories but when Robert Fowle disappeared he took his extensive photo 
collection with him. One other sticking point is a history of all the 
founders (beside Oscar Hammarlund) and who really owned Hammarlund while 
Lloyd Hammarlund supposedly ran the company. Frank's memory was unclear on 
these facts.

I am puzzled if you guys are talking about the R-100 or the R-100A? It is hard 
for me to imagine a better styling match for the T-150(A) than the R-100A - 
same paint, same knobs, symmetric meter/dial layout, etc.

The R-100 was an earlier version that predates the T-60, R-55, T-150, R-100A 
era. And the R-100 was just a gray paint version of the earlier tan paint Y-726 
which was introduced in 1957 I believe. All three variants, Y-726, R-100, and 
R-100A, were the same electrical and mechanical design - so far as I can tell 
the only change (beyond paint and knobs) was moving the antenna trimmer knob on 
the T-150A.

The real mystery question is what would they have introduced as the matching 
receiver for the heavily advertised (but never saw the light of day) T-400 
xmtxr?

I've gotten the bug to resurrect my old T-60 from the 1960's (my first = 
transmitter), and am curious as to what "factory mod" changes the thing = 
went thru. 


I see the following differences between my original schematic (~1963) = 
and the schematic on the BAMA site: 

a 27K resistor (R31) was added across RFC2 in the 6HF8 multiplier's = 
plate circuit 


the values of L3 and L4 in the drive tune circuit have been swapped 

a note "DO NOT ATTEMPT TO TAKE VOLTAGE MEASUREMENTS AT POINTS OF HIGH = 
RF POTENTIAL" has been added to the schematic, and voltage values = 
removed from the plates of the 6HF8, 6DQ6B, and 12AX7 
Also, the resistance chart on page 27 has been edited, with new, still = 


seemingly incorrect values. 


Does anyone have any comments/experience with these mods, and were there = 
any others?

Wanted, Shock Mount FT-317, or any information that could be used to 

fabricate one. It is used to mount PE-117/120 in Half-Track M2A1 (vertically, 
with 

front panel and cables down). Some other manuals that I've looked through 
indicate that it was probably originally made to mount AN/VRC-3 (BC-1000) in the 
upright position. It has two square-flanged shock mounts at the bottom and may 
have a couple of anti-sway mounts near the top. There is a wide U-shaped 

strap to secure the radio (or power supply) to it. Besides the Half-Track, it was 
also used in the turret of the M4(*) Sherman.
